During 1924 there were built in South San 
Francisco 123 new homes. These homes were built 
at a cost of $368,425. 

The building of 123 new homes means 123 new 
families have come to this city. Census figures show 
that the average family contains 5 members, or 3 
children besides the parents.

The school laws require that'no more than 35 
children be placed in a single room. At that rate 10 
rooms were needed to house 369 new children.

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A DIVERSELY USEFUL MAN 


ABOUT THIS NEWSPAPER 


Hoover Seems to Strike Presidents as Fitted 
to Fill Any Difficult Post, but Prefers 
to Finish His Own Task 


Practically a Complete Coverage of the City 
and Surrounding Territory Is Guaranteed; 
an Aid to Civic Development and 
Community Spirit Building 


Herbert Hoover, it i.s rcporled now, has 
decided the offer of the jmsition that is ]iar- 
ticiilarly bothering; President Coulitlge, that 
of .secretary of agriculture, as two years a.go 
he declined the headship of tlic Department 
of the Interior, on t'nc simjile ground that he 
would ratiier stay with the Department of 
Commerce until he fini.shes some jobs that 
he ha.s started tlierc. Each of tliese (lejiarl- 
ments i.s in itself of greater prestige in the 
president's eahinet and in impular estimalion 
than the one that Homer accciited at J’le.-ii- 
dent Harding's invitation, and which he now 
jirefcrs to retain hecause of important work 
he is trying to do there. Hoover himself has 
raised the relatively unimjiortant jinst to one 
of m.ajor significance by his own personality, 
ability, elcar-hcadedncss and originality. What 
tlic deitartmcnt wa.s when he look hold nf it. 
or what it had done and tried to do np to 
that time, didn't concern him \cry mmh; 
what interested him was what could he done 
tlirough its agency. 

A good many thing' that cotihl hr done 
could not he acci>mi)lishcd with full (ffecti\e- 
ncs^ under the enganization of the dei>artmcnt 
as it was when he became its hca<l. (Jtiietly, 
therefore, he has made it completely o\er in 
many aspects, .so that now it docs thing- 
easily and efficiently that formerly it was 
able to do only in part and clumsily. Thi^ 
is ])aitieularly true of the foreign sersice 
tlirough consuls and consular agents. In 
many domestic hureaus, also, there have been 
reorganizations ami a speeding u|) and broad¬ 
ening of work to a scope and scale that were 
formerly not contemplated at all. 

Hoo\er has stressed esjteciaily ever since 
he has been in the office the need of eliminat¬ 
ing wastes of effort, time and material in 
many industries, and he is still working to 
.'pread his ideas among Inisiness men. Thi.s 
program is one that flei)ends for .suceess 
largely on making the industries thcm.sclve.s 
]»ereeive the henefit.s they may secure for 
themsehes and for the country a- a wltole 
by voluntary co-operation. Hoover ha.j man¬ 
aged to bring about a go(;d deal of ,-aving in 
many directions, but he has a good deal \et 
to do to establish the idea firmly so that it 
will jtersist. That is one job that he has his 
heart in and that he cannot find himself will¬ 
ing to abandon, a.s long as he remains in 
government service, to take np any (jther 
l)05t. llcsifles thi.s big original undertaking 
there are a mimhcr of others, inrhiding sev¬ 
eral dealing with watcrw.Tys and with la 4 td 
transportation difficulties that he has in hand 
and prefers to finish rather than to abandon 
for other <luties of administrative responsi¬ 
bility.

Making the Streets and Highways Safe for 
Everybody Is the Fundamental Pur¬ 
pose of Their Vigilance 

It i.s an annoyance to Ije hold nji by a traf¬ 
fic officer tor inspection of faulty headlights 
on your automobile. But it is a greater 
annoyance tor all the driver.s of cars passing 
you in traveling tlic opposite direction to 
have to contend with blinding rays of your 
light when it is improperly focused. 

It is very aggravating when you are in a 
big hurry to lie halted by a traffic officer 
with a citation to ajipear in court on a charge 
of .speeding. But it i.s something more serious 
than an aggravation for other cars to he 
menaced by your i.xcess .speed. • 

Similarly, the drunken driver is in no mood 
to ap])reciatc interference by an officer who 
arrives opportunely to prevent further e.\- 
posure of the traveling public to the reck¬ 
lessness of a speeding madman. 

However unappr'eciative the violators of 
the traffic laws may be of tlic vigilance of the 
traffic, officers, it is a gratifii ation to the 
public in general to obiierve the diligence 
with which such offiicrs are jierforming 
their duties, as manifest by the police and 
court records. 

Don't curse the traffic officer, even if you 
yourself fall into his clutches. He is doing 
liis )>art to make travel on the streets and 
highways .safe for human life. Ther6 is no 
telling how many times your own life has 
been saved from an imminent danger as a 
result of a traffic officer having nabbed some 
speeding maniac in time to prevent a collision 
with your ear, or through timely enforcement 
t)f the vehicle headlight law which prevented 
you from driving into a tree or over an em¬ 
bankment, as can easily hajiiien when the 
chauffeur is hliiidcd by glaring headlights 
from an approaching machine.'
